AN EXPEDITION’S 
ADVENTURES.

MEMBERS’ TERRIBLE 
EXPERIENCE, 


Má 


EFORE a very’ large audience of 
3 juveniles at the Royal Dublin Society, 
Ballsbridge, yesterday afternoon Mr. 
F.. Spencer’ Chapman lectured on his, ex- 
periences as a member of two exploring 
expeditions in Greenland, undertaken with 
the view of discovering the possibilities ol 
opening up an air route from Great Britain 
to the American Continent. 

The general view prevailing among flying 
me. was that the Greenland route was the 
most practicable for flying, as it was largely 
over land, with only comparatively short 
stretches of sea to be flown across, Until 
recently the least known portion ot Greenland 
was the Eastern coast, the reason being that 
it was difficult to approach because during 
the summer when exploration was possible 
great masses of ice came floating down from 
the Polar seas, and often there was pack-ice 
stretching for upwards of one hundred. miles 
off the coast of Greenland. 

It. was into this region that an expedition 
of fourteen members ventured in 19350, and 
in an interesting film the lecturer showed the 
preparations for the voyage, and the setting 
off from St. Catherine’s Dock, on the Thames, 
in the Quest, Shackleton’s old ship. The 
Government gave support to the expedition 
by lending them the services of a number of 
people, and they had also with them two 
de Havilland Gipsy Moth aeroplanes to be 
used for survey work, Fa 

There were some interesting film “ shots” 
of the Quest at the Faroe Islands, and of the 
subsequent passage of the stout old wooden 
ship through great fields of pack ice, and of 
the arrival of the party on the shores of 
Greenland. The largest island in the world, 
the whole interior is covered with ice rising 
from sea level to about ten thousand feet on 
the tops of great mountain tops. Through 
great ravines in the mountains there ran big 
glaciers which were a hundred or two hundred 
feet high where they broke off and toppled 
into the sea.

FORTHCOMING CONVENTION 
IN DUBLIN, 


With thé object of calling attention to the. 
inadequacies of the. Conteol of Manufactures 
Act, a convocation of Irish manufacturers will 
take place on January 23rd at the Metropole 
Ballroom, Dublin, when it is expected that 
nearly five hundred firms will be represented. 
The convocation is being called by the 
Federation of Irish Industries, of which Mr. 
D. J. O'Donehoe is Chairman. 
Mr. Walter Molony, Secretary to the 
Federation, stated yesterday, in an interview, 
that the Control of Manufactures Act was 
passed with the best intentions, and was 
calculated to set manufactures going In 
Ireland on a proper basis, by preserving Irish 
interests, oa by keeping out strangers as 
much as possible. In fact, however, it had 
not achieved its object, and there had been 
nember of cases in which foreign firms had

been able to ‘‘ crowd out” potential Irish 
manufacturers. The provision that over fifty 
per cent. of the share capital :hould he in 
Irish hands was not, he thought. a proper 
safeguard, for there was no provision as to 
what class of shares should be held in this 
manner, and nothing to prevent the entire 
Ordinary stock from being held outside the 
country.

Upon this report a 
new Courts of Justice Bill was to have .een 
drafted.

Deaths from measles were greatly reduced, 
being 1,305, against 2,335, but 398 people died 
of scarlet fever, compared with 303. and 1,687 
from diphtheria, compared with 1.412. There 
were 310,627 births, compared with 329,620, 
and 251,554 deaths, as against 242,062. 

Last week in the 118 county boroughs and 
great towns births numbered 4,567, cor- 
responding to an annual rate of 11.6 per 


thousand, and deaths 6,010, a rate of 15.2.

first three quarters of 1932 compared with the 
previous year was due mainly to the adoption 
by Great Britain of her protective tariff 
policy, the Abnormal Importations (Customs 
Duties) Act coming into force in November, 
1931, and the Import Duties Act in the fol- 
lowing March As Empire products were 
exempt from the taxes imposed by the Abnor- 
mal Importations (Customs Duties) Act, and, 
so far, no duties have been placed on them 
under the subsequent legislation, the effect 
was to bring about a heavy contraction in 
arrivals from foreign sources and a small in- 
crease in those from British countries, so 
that the percentage share of the latter rose 
sharply from 29.11 to 55.26. During 1933 the 
Ottawa Agreements have been in force, and 
the figures for this period, therefore, have 
been affected by those arrangements. 

“The figures show that, whilst there has 
been a general contraction in both imports 
and exports, the Empire countries have suc- 
ceeded in securing a greater share of the 
United Kingdom market, although they have 
taken a smaller percentage of the export 
trade. Aggregate statistics, however, are apt 
to be misleading, and a more accurate idea 
of the position is obtained by an examination 
of the individual figures for. the nations 
directiy represented at Ottawa. 

“The table shows that the decline which 
took place last year in the imports from and 
the exports to ne ee was more than 
accounted for by the falling off in trade with 
the Irish Free State owing to the unfortu- 
nate dispute with that Dominion. If the 
figures for that country be excluded, there 
was an increase in the value and the per- 
centage share of the Empire in imports, ex-

Free State and Empire. . 

We reprint to-day, from the Monthly 
lteview of Barclay’s Bank, an illuminating 
survey of imperial trade during the last 
three years. Early in 1932 "Great Britain 
abandoned her policy of free trade in 
favour of a system of import duties, and 
the Ottawa Conference was held later in 
the same year. Both 1932 and 1933 show 
a very substantial decline in Great 
Britain’s imports from countries outside 
the Empire, and a considerable rise in her 
purchases from the Dominions, relatively 
to her total imports. Every country of 
the Empire, except one, sold to Britain a 
larger percentage of her purchases in 1932 
than it had sold to her in 1931, and a larger 
percentage in 1933 than in 1932. During 
the first nine months of 1951 Great Britain 
bought from-the Empire 29,11 per cent. 
of her total imports; in the first nine 
months of 1932 the percentage had risen 
to 35.26, and in the first nine months of

Mr. O'Duffy spent a considerable number 
of years in studying the old and forgotten 
graves in Glasnevin Cemetery. His “ Historie 
Graves in Glasnevin Cemetery,”’ published 
in 1915, contains a description of the more 
important tombs, and is illustrated by a map 
drawn by the author, which shows many 
graves whose position had previously heey 
uncertain.

The American Budget. 


The Budget which President Roosevelt 
disclosed yesterday must have given a 
sharp shock to the American people. For 
the next two years there will be a deficit of 
no less than nine thousand million dollars, 
or, roughly, £1,800,000,000. During the next 
six months the Government will be forced 
to borrow at least 10,000,000,000 dollars, 
4,000,000,000 of which will go to the meet- 
ing of maturities; and the Public Debt 
will be swollen to the grand total of 
32,834,000,000 dollars. In the circum- 
stances President Roosevelt does not 
propose to levy any further taxes; but he 
hopes that the Treasury will receive sub- 
stantial windfalls from the taxes on 
liquor, which hitherto have not been 
paid, and as a result of the Govern- 
ment’s decision to ‘‘plug’’ all the 
existing loopholes in the income tax law.

The whole issue has been the subject 
of a big tussle in the Cabinet, which is 
composed of Catholic and Liberal Minis- 
ters. Count de Brocqueville depends for 
his majority on the vote of the Flemish 
Catholic Representatives. They have re- 
cently been striving for the rehabilita- 
tion of the seventy-four officials who, 
after the Armistice, were ‘dismissed on 
charges of failure to do their duty to the 
State during the War. : 


PROLONGED 
INVESTIGATION. 


Some of the men were accused of having 
continued to’ work. under the German 
occupation régime. Others, its alleged, 
were guilty of high treason. 
their cases have ba examined by six 
separate investigation commissions, but, 
on the ground. that the investigators 
might have been influenced by political 
bias, a new attempt has now been made 
by the Flemish Catholics to restore the 
men to office. It is also claimed that 
the officials undertook work for the in- 
vaders on instructions from their Cabinet 
Minister during the War. 

A storm of protests arose. Thousands of 
ex-Service men, smarting under the 
recent pensions ‘‘cut,’’. paraded before 
the Government offices on Sunday, and 
had several skirmishes with the Brussels 
police. Their delegates presented a peti- 
tion to King Albert at the Palace at 
Laeken. 

The case of the united ex-Service men 
is, simply—‘‘If these men were faithful 
to their country during the War, let 
them now stand trial before unbiased 
judges. If they are guilty, then not one 
of them should be tolerated in Govern- 
ment service while a single ex-Nervice 
man remains unemployed.”’ 

From a tinancial point of view the 
restoration of tlie officials would be ex- 
pensive, as they should receive arrears of 
pay stated in some quarters to amount to 


a total of 24,000,000 francs (about 
£200,000). 

THE SOLUTION. 
King Albert’s memorandum proposed 


an examination of the dossiers of the 
officials by a committee of three magis- 
trates, thus making it possible to reach 
definite decisions which would be morally 
immune from attack, and putting an end 
to regrettable polemics. 

The memorandum declared that it ap-

When asked yesterday whether it was 
intended to continue the Public Services 
(Temporary Economies) Act for another 
year, declined to say anything on the sub 
ject. It is probably tog,soon yet to expect 
the Minister to have made up his mind 
on a matter which will not arise for some 
time to come, It will, of course, have to 
be reckoned. in connection with’ the 
year’s Budget. 

Even though the Act of last year did 
not finally become law until 2nd October, 
the deductions from salaries affected ac- 
tually began on the 1st April, the begin- 
ning of the financial year. ‘The Minister 
had anticipated obtaining reductions from 
civil servants, teachers, Army officers and 
the Civic Guards. The latter, it will be 
remembered, were ultimately exempted 
from the operation of the Act, and the 
moneys deducted from officers and men 
were afterwards refunded 


NEW BILL NECESSARY. 

If the Minister proposes to continue the 
‘‘euts’’ in the coming year, w new bill 
will be necessary, as the Act of last year 
specifically affected only the ‘‘ financial 
year, beginning Ist April, 1933.’’ 

Senior members of the (Civil Service— 
most of whom come under the class known 
as transferred officers—are concerned as 
to their position, and it is known that 
many who would otherwise continue to 
serve the State would seek to retire 
under the provisions of Article 10 of the 
Treaty rather than submit to a repetition 
of the “cut ” in salary. 

In the absence of an _ authoritative 
statement of the Government’s intentions, 
the view is generally held among people 
who have opportunity of weighing up the 
circumstances that it is extremely un- 
likely that any attempt will be made to 
re-enact the ‘‘Cuts’’ Bill, One reason 
for this—and it seems all-sufficient—is 
that, instead of bringing money into the 
Exchequer, the effect of last year’s Act 
may be to impose an additional burden 
on the taxpayerss. 


A DIFFICULT TASK. 

Mr. MacEntee indicated, when he 
moved the second reading of the bill in 
the Dail, that he had hoped to secure by 
it a sum of not less than £250,000. He 
had hoped, moreover, that this would 
have been agreed to by negotiation, but 
that proved a failure. He then appointed 
a committee to investigate and report. 
This was no more successful. Actually 
Mr. MacEntee announced that the com- 
mittee produced four different reports, 
none of which was helpful. These early 
reverses must have shown the Minister 
how difficult was the task upon which he 
had embarked. 

With the passing of the Act a large 
number of public officials sought per- 
mission to retire on the grounds set out 
in Article 10, and it is stated that at least 
50 senior officers have already left the 
service, and a considerable number oi 
others are awaiting the decision of the 
Tribunal which investigates these cases 
Apart from the loss to the State of the 
services of experienced officials, it is im- 
portant to note that those retiring are en- 
titled to a substantial lump sum, amouné- 
ing in the case of higher officers to close 
on £1,000. The places of these men will, 
of course, have to be filled by promotions 
from the lower ranks, and new officials 
must be recruited. 


TEACHERS IN 
CONFERENCE. 


LACK OF WORK AFTER 
LEAVING SCHOOL. 


Mr. H. N. Penlington, President of the 
National Union of Teachers, speaking at 
yesterday’s session of the North of Eng- 
land Education Conference at Hull, said: 
We are faced with the prospect, in a little 
over three years’ time, of there being 
almost an additional half-million juveniles 
available for industry, although to-day it 
cannot absorb those at present available 
by more than 100,000. 

If some action of a speedy and effective 
nature be not taken we may, in the year 
1937, be confronted with a situation of 
the most gravity. The need for the raising 
of the school-leaving age is urgent; but,

If the school age be raised to 15 by 
1957, there will still be approximately the 
same number of juveniles available for 
industry as in this present year, and I am 
driven to the conclusion that, side by side 
with the raising of the school-leaving age, 
there will still be need for a substantia! 
extension of juvenile instruction centres 
to cope with the children who may still 
be expected to be unemployed. |

SIR J. SIMON “SATISFIED.” 


The communiqué states: ‘‘In the two 
long and cordial conversations which toc’ 

lace yesterday and to-day between the 
head of the Government and the British 
Minister for Foreign Affairs at the Palazzo 
Venezia, there were examined the major 
questions of general policy, and, in par- 
ticular, the question of the reduction and 
limitation of armaments and the question 
of the reform of the League of Nations. 
Ae regards the first question, the head of 
the Government and Sir John Simon find 
themselves in full agreement in maintain- 
ing that it is absolutely essential that the 
discussions should conclude as soon as 
possible, that all ideas or proposals should 
be abandoned which do not contain in 
themselves the means of practical and 
prompt realisation, and that those points 
should be concentrated upon which should 
be considered right in international public 
opinion, and which can find the general 
approval of the countries concerned. 

“ As regards the question of the reforr 
of the League of Nations, there were 
indicated by the head of the Government 
the principles along which it should take 
place, with the purpose of assuring to the 
League a better functioning and a great 
response to its aims.” 

It is understood that Sir John Simon 


is satisfied with his visit. 


FRANCE UNHAPPY. 


The conversations havé been followed 
with the closest interest in Paris, says 
Reuter’s Correspondent in that city. There 
are indications that French amour-propre 
is somewhat unhappy at the idea of Anglo- 
Italian arbitration between France and 
Germany. | : 

The Temps writes this evening: “ The 
essential thing is that these talks should 
contribute, directly or indirectly, towards 
facilitating bilateral contacts in a genuine 
spirit of international co-operation which 
could brook no private combination.’ 
Meanwhile, the contents of the French 
aide-mémoire to Germany are still being 
kept strictly secret. Reuter’s Correspon- 
dent learns from a well-informed source 
that it does not contain anything par- 
ticularly novel, but that it is “ dished up 
with a new sauce.’’ 


BERLIN’S VIEW. 


The Berliner Tageblatt remarks that the 
Rome conversations can only be of use if 
Britain discusses all outstanding problems 
with Signor Mussolini. ‘‘‘ For in Rome 
there is a determination to carry out the 
necessary steps that does not exist in 
Britain or elsewhere, and which must exist 
there if the present European crisis is to 
come to an end within a reasonable time. 
We must, therefore, wait to see if England 
will continue its policy of balancing on a 
tight rope.’’ 

‘The present difficulties all arise from 

France’s unwillingness to  disarm,”’ 
declares the Korrespondenz. ‘‘ This is a 
fact that can only be removed, not by 
ingenious arguments, but only by facts— 
namely, by a. readiness for immediate, 
real, clearly defined and unconditional dis- 
armament measures.”’

The weakness of the League’s procedure

Assembly. The problem of disarmament 
is proving so baffling very largely

They are, no doubt, all affected, but in un- 
equal degrees ; and a solution must entail 
and embrace agreement between nations 
mutually affected, or even a series of such 
agreements, if it is to offer hope of definite 
results.

NO QUOTA. 


A leading Northern Ireland buyer at- 
tending the Dublin Market has received 
no quota. In the distribution of the 
quota the policy of the Free State Govern- 
ment is, apparently, to freeze-out the 
legitimate shipper. Belfast buyers yes- 
terday only filled half their quota. From 
this it will be seen that, with limited 
competition, the market favoured buyers. 

The German buyer, Herr Fasenfeldt. 
operated as usual, purchasing bulls and 
cows at lower prices than a year ago, 
and taking away 220 animals. Some 
twenty cattle were purchased for Belgium.

He estimated that, if stall-feds 
did not yield a gross profit of £5 apiece, he 
would not have anything for himself.

At yesterday’s market there were cattle 
forward from farmers who usually sell to 
exporters on their land. They felt that 
under the quota system they would not 
get a chance of selling if they waited for 
a visit from exporters, and consequently 
brought their stock to Dublin, with dis- 
appointing results. 

As stated already, more than half the 
cattle supplies in Dublin market vyester- 
day were turned out unsold owing to the 
low quotas allotted to exporters. Local 
demand was nominal, but it made little 
impression on the larger supplies. 
Prices were lower all round, and, 
taken in. comparison with previous years, 
will show how the economic war has

BELPAST, Thursday. 
ORE than one thousand workmen's 
Vi houses are to be erected in Belfast 
in the near future under the new 
subsidy scheme. The Northern Parliament 
passed aa Act last session granting a subsidy 
of £25 per house, srovibel local authorities 
gave a similar amoun. or an equivalent rate 
reduction. 

The Belfast Corporation has agreed to give 
the subsidy of £25 making with the Govern- 
ment subsidy £50. The houres to be erected 
under the scheme shall be of the kitchen or 
small parlour type, witu minimum dimensions 
of five hundred superficrr! feet and maximuin 
dimensions’ of six hugdred superficial feet. 
It is stipulated that houses erected as part 
of a housing schem> by th: same person with 
a density of thirty-fiv. to the acre, the rent 
is to be fixed at 7s. 9d. per week. In the 
case of any othex house the rent is to be 7s. 
per week. In both ‘nstances the occupier 
will be responsibi. for city ater Restricted 
prices for the sale ot these houses have been 
agreed to. They are fixed at £260 for de- 
tached and semi-detached und £250 and £235 
for others, 

Alderman James A. Duff, J.P. (Chairman 
of the Finance Committee ot the Corporation), 
declared to-day that assurznc+s had already 
been received that over 1,000 houses of this 
kind, which are urgertly required, would be 
started at once. He contends that under the 
scheme private enterprise will be able to 
supply all the houses required without the 
Corporation embarkin;, upen any ‘house- 
building scheme. 


BELFAST LINEN 
TRADE.

OUTLOOK BRIGHT. 


The official report of the Belfast linen 
trade for the past month, issued to-night, 
States that there has been a fair amount of 
business in most lines. Handkerchiefs, as 
usual, have been guod sellers during the 
holiday weeks, and stocks have been con- 
siderably depleted both in U.S.A., home, 
and Colonial markets. ‘The. demand for 
damasks has been maintained, and the out- 
look at present is enc “-ming, as many 
looms are now working on orders. ‘The 
immediate outlook is for a quieter spell on 
account of the natural sag in business at 
the end of the year, to which is added the 
FW aaa of exchange developments in 

Orders for coloured dress linens: continue 
placed in fair quantities, and 
merchants are at present busy preparing 
January and February shipments for various 
markets. Prospects for an increasing de- 
mand are considered good, but the U.S.A. 
market is overshadowed by the exchange 
situation. ‘The weaving section of the 
industry reports that there is a hopeful 
feehng prevalent, but only odds and ends 
of business are being arranged, as is usual 
at this time of the year, following 
Christmas and New Year holidays, and in 
the midst of stocktakings. Factories are 
getting into their strides again after the 
stoppage. and manufacturers will be disap- 
pointed if orders do not come forward to 
maintain the present production. 

Demand has been good for all classes of 
Irish flax, and prices remain 
Large bulk sales of Soviet flax, totalling 
37,000 tons, have taken place during the last 
seven days, and the official quotations for 
flax and tow have now been raised. ‘This 
makes sales for the season 65,000 tons, so 
the Russians are in a strong position. Ship- 
ments are still being made from Leningrad, 
but ice is mow impeding the navigation, 


THE LATE LORD 
ANTRIM. 


MEMORIAL CHAPEL 
CONSECRATED. 


A beautiful little chapel, erected by friends 
as a memorial to the twelfth Ear! of Antrim, 
on the mountain-side overlooking the first of 
the nine Glens of Antrim, was consecrated 
to-day by the Bishop of Down and Connor 
and Dromore. The chapel is situated about 
two miles from Glenarm Castle, beside the 
late Lord Antrim’s last resting place. It is 
built with stone quarried on the estate, and 1s 
faced with stone dressing. Inside on the floor 
is a memorial tablet of Hopton Wood stone 
bearing ‘the inscription: To the Golry of God 
and to the oak memory of Randal Mark 
Kerr, twelfth Earl of Antrim.

The Budget message was at first received 
by the Stock Exchange with a fair degree of 
equanimity, but a definitely reassuring con- 
struction was subsequently placed on the 
speech, and the market as a result cancelled 
an earlier decline. ‘heir turnover amounted 
to 1,190,000 shares. | 

The opening prices were irregular, while 
interest was still centred on Washington. 
The market was subjected to quiet selling 
during the morning, and many issues drifted 
1 to 3 points lower, 

Further irregularity was apparent in the 
early afternoon, but numerous pivotal issues 
subsequently rallied partially, after recording 
losses of 1 to 2 points. 

A substantial recovery developed in the 
late dealings on a better interpretation being 
put on the Budget message, and the market 
closed firm. i 

The Federal deficit for the current year 
and next was about as expected by most of 
the statistical commentators. Much interest 
was displayed in the proposal to meet the 
deficits by borrowing instead of by the im 
position of additional taxes. 

The consensus of. Wall street opinion would 
appear to be that the American markets 
generally are in about the same situation as 
before Congress convened, though a number 
of questions of interest to traders and in- 
vestors remains to be answered. 

Brokerage circles are watching the trade 
and industrial situation with considerable 
optimism. The market analysts, however, re- 
call that the month of January is usually a 
period of indecisive and narrow movement.

RESCUES FROM DROWNING. 


The Secretary reported that he had 
brought under the notice of the Royal 
Humane Society the rescue from drowning 
of a man named James Reynolds by Mr 
William Scannell, 17 Connaught street, and 
Mr. Patrick Deegan, 78D Corporation 
Buildings, and had received certificates on 
vellum for them from the Society.

He did 
not know of a more courageous act, and the 
Board appreciated the risks taken by these 
men, He tendered them the best thanks of 
the Board for their heroic conduct, and 
trusted that it would be an incentive to 
others to do all in their power to save life.

Scannell and Deegan: amid the applause of 
the members of the Board. ‘The recipients 
returned thanks.
